MOSCOW, Jan. 28.—Seventeen 
confessed plotters “must pay with 
their heads” for attempting to over- 
throw the Soviet Government of Jo- 
seph Stalin, Prosecutor Andrey 
Vishinsky demanded in court today. 

The Russian Attorney-General, 
in his closing trial statement, 
used the language of Karl Ra- 
dek, newspaper commentator and 


one of the prisoners, in demanding 


the death penalty. 

Radek’s article in the Govern- 
ment newspaper Izvestia last Aug- 
ust demanded a similar sentence 
for 16 other alleged Trotskyists, all 
of whom died before a firing squad. 

“Radek thought he was. writing 


about Zinovieyv and Kamenev (two 
of the former defendants),” Vishin- 
sky shouted. “He made a small mis- 
take which this trial eorrects. He 
wrote about himself. 

“We thought then that . Radek 
knew the facts from documents he 
had uncovered. We find now that 
he knew them from personal ex- 
perience.” 

Turning to the former writer, 
who sat with bowed head before 
him, the prosecutor cried: 

“Radek demanded that traitors 
pay with their heads. Do you re- 
member that, Radek?” 

Radek did not reply. 

Prosecutor Speaks 5 Hours. 

Vishinsky’s argument took five 
hours. He was applauded for sev- 
eral minutes after he finished. 

The defendants will be given an 
opportunity to reply tomorrow and 
Saturday after which the judges 
will take the case under considera- 
tion. Their verdict is expected be- 
tween 12 and 15 hours later. 

As the prosecutor was concluding 
his argument before the military 
collegium of the Supreme Court, 
Soviet officials would not @eny a 
report in Moscow that Sergei Se- 
dov, second son of the exiled Leon 
Trotsky, had been arrested at 
Krasnoyarsk. 

They likewise declined to deny 
an unofficial statement that Sedov 
would be charged with wrecking a 


machine factory and attempting to. 


kill his co-workers. The officials,

BRITAIN TO PAY GOLD BONDS 
IN DEVALUED U. S, DOLLARS 


Ruling by Highest English Tribunal 
on Issue Sold in U. 8. 
in 1917. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 28.—British dollar 
bonds, sold in the United States in 
1917 and containing a gold payment 
clause, may be paid on the basis of 
the present dollar, the highest legal 
tribunal of the House of Lords 
ruled today. 

The decision upholds the Govern- 
ment’s contention that payment 
was determined by United States 
law and the resolution of Congress 
that the Government was only 
obliged to pay in lawful currency in 
respect to each nominal dollar. 

Action ‘was brought by the Aktien- 
geselischaft, incorporated under the 
laws of Liechtenstein, to compel pay- 


ment of interest and principal on a 


20-year, 5% per cent coupon gold 
bond in currency equivalent to the 
old gold value of the dollar. 

The petition was dismissed in the 
King’s bench division, but the rul- 
ing was reversed by the Court of 
Appeal. The House of Lords deci- 
sion today upholds the dismissal of 
the original action.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28. — East 
coast maritime strikers agreed to- 
day to test their claim for control 
of. the: Eastern and Gulf Sailors’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—With 
Congress under request to rush 
through a measure giving Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins power 
to ‘subpena principals in major 
strikes, the focus of interest in the 
‘prolonged conflict between the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation and the 
United Automobile Workers today 
swung back to the strike front in 
Michigan. 

Preliminary negotiations started 
by Miss Perkins 10 days ago have 
completely broken down. If the 
law granting added powers to the 
Department of Labor is passed 
within. a. few days, as Miss Per- 
kins hopes it will be, then it may 
be invoked, the Secretary has in- 
dicated, to make a thorough inves- 
tigation of all the circumstances 
surrounding the General Motors 
strike. On the basis of this inves- 
tigation, Secretary Perkins would 
make a “recommendation” for set- 
tlement of the.strike. 

John L. Lewis, chairman of the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion, which has sponsored the strike, 
in response to a challenge which 
has been put to the union in various 


which he reaffirmed the stand he 
has taken during the past weet 


"| while preliminary negotiations were 


on. 
Lewis’ Statement. 

“I repeat what I have said be- 
fore,” Lewis declared, “we have a 
clear majority of all the workers 
of the corporation. That is not to 
say that we have a majority of all 
workers in each plant. But enroll- 
ment of new members is continuing 
at such @ rapid rate that it may 
now also be true that there is a 
majority in each plant as well as a 
majority of all workers. 

“We have stopped production. 
That is our proof of a majority. If 
there was any reality whatsoever 
behind this so-called return-to-work 
move, the strike could not be sus- 
tained. That move is a creation of 
the General Motors propaganda m&- 
chine. 

“This is not a game. It is a con- 
flict which we have entered with a 
full realization of the consequences. 
At this critical time we do not in- 
tend to disclose our méthods of pro- 
cedure.” 

Lewis also has been challenged 
to say why he did not allow the Na- 
tional Labor Relations. Board to 
conduct a secret ballot among Gen- 
eral Motore workers. This chal- 
lenge has been coupled with the as- 


9|sertion that such ballots would 


show beyond any doubt the number 
of workers enrolled in the union. 
Injunctions Obtained. 
“As I have pointed out a number 
of times,” Lewis said, “the Labor 
Board has been prevented by the 


‘company from taking any part. In 


at least two instances, in courts in 
St. Louis and Detroit, mMmjunctions 
have been obtained preventing the 
Labor Board from functioning in 
any way whatsoever in relation to 
General Motors or the strike situa- 
tion. 

“There have been other proposals 
for a ballot among the workers. It 
has been suggested that voting be 
conducted under the State election 
laws and under the supervision of 
State election officials. 

“We have not given serious con- 
sideration to such proposals, for we 
are well aware of the power of 
General Motors ‘to-coerce and in- 
its workers, no matter 
what the circumstances surround- 
ing a so-called election. Every 
form of coercion and intimidation 
is being employed. at the present 
, time to break the ranks of the union 
and efforts would be redoubled in 
the event of an election... We do not 
believe that such proposals are 
made in good faith.” ’

WARNING TO COME 
BEFORE ANY ACTION 


Engineer at Memphis Re- 
ports Belief Water Now 
in Sight Can Be Carried 
Through Safely.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28. — Army 
officers expressed the belief today 
removal of families from the path 
of the rising Mississippi River 
probably could be confined to small 


areas. 

Although the War Department 
checked precautionary plans to 
evacuate thousands if levees break, 
Major-General Malin Craig, chief 
of staff, termed the possibility of 
any widespread evacuation remote. 

Army engineers along the levees 
will sound a warning before any 
removal is ordered, Families- then 
will be carried to safety only from 
localized danger spots rather than 
from the entiré 1000-mile stretch 
between Cairo, Ill., and New Or- 
leans. 

Generals of three army corps 
areas reported they were ready for 
any emergency affecting all or a 
portion of the 500,000 persons along 
the river. 

Hard Fight Near Memphis. 

Engineers turned their attention 
primarily to the stretch. between 
Cairo and Memphis, which will re- 
ceive the peak of the flood during 
the week-end. 

Gen. Craig notified corps area 
commanders: 

“It appears that a very difficult 
fight must be made to hold the 
main line levees along the Missis- 
sippi River below Cairo, particular- 
ly in the Memphis district. 

“Col. Reybold, district ehgineer at 
Memphis, is fully organized for this 


purpose and believes the water now 
in sight can be carried through the 


district safely.”

Summary of Situation.

Of 
these, 70,000 are under Care of the 
Red Cross in 77 refugee camps and 
concentration places. 

‘The Missouri counties affected 
are Mississippi, New Madrid, Pemis- 
cot, Dunklin and Stoddard. In 
these counties, 23,000 persons have 
been driven from their homes or 
have suffered property damage. In 
Arkansas, 45,000 persons have been 
affected and in Illinois, 22,000, 
Thirty-six Red Cross emergency 
hospitals have been set up—l16 in 
Arkansas, 15 in Missouri and five 
in Illinois. In them today were 973 
patients, most of them’ suffering 
from colds or exposure. An _ un- 
usually large number of maternity 
cases, a total of 44, has been report- 
ed in the Southeast Missouri flood 
area this week, 

Seventy-one Red Cross nurses 
have been sent into the Missouri- 
Arkansas-Illinois flood areas from 
St. Louis and nearby communities. 
The Midwestern branch has dis- 
patched 61 workers, to the zone. In 
addition the Midwestern branch has 


rescue and relief work. So far, 11,- 
000 persons have been inoculated 
against typhoid fever.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
T the last election Missouri voters over- 
whelmingly approved Proposition No. 4, 
an amendment to the State Constitution 
providing for a rotating, non-political com- 
mission with broad powers to formulate and 


‘carry out policies for the conservation of 


natural resources and wildlife in Missouri. 

Certainly this is a worthwhile objective. 
Few states have more “raw materials” to 
work with, There are the great timbered 
areas of the Ozarks and hundreds of miles 
of spring-fed, clear-water streams which 
should be repopulated with the natural wild- 
life that formerly inhabited them. : 

But the extent to which these objectives 
are realized depends almost entirely upon 
the continued understanding, interest and 
co-operation of the people of the State. The 
part of the program of greatest immediate 
interest is that which deals with the pres- 
ervation of wildlife in Missouri. It is there- 
fore pertinent to list the kinds of game we 
should have in Missouri and outline briefly 
some of the problems relating to them: 

White-Tail Deer—That deer can survive 
successfully under present-day conditions is 
indicated by the fact that some 70,000 were 
legally taken in Pennsylvania during the 
1935 hunting season. During Missouri's 
three-day 1936 season, 69 deer were legally 
taken, plus a number of does and bucks 
under the legal size. 

There is one problem which the commis- 
sion will have to solve: How to keep the 
people who live in the areas where the deer 
will range, from killing them out of season. 
In the backwoods areas, particularly, there 
are farmers who admit having venison hang- 
ing in the smokehouse from early fall to 
late spring. There are others who won't 
shoot a legal buck, but take a doe or year- 
ling because the meat is tender. 

The problem of the commission, in addi- 
tion to restocking the State with deer, will 
therefore be one of education plus strict en- 
forcement of a law that has teeth in it.

Turkey—Once the forests of Missouri 
abounded with this greatest of all American 
game birds. Today you may spend season 
after season in the Ozark country without 
seeing one. Here, too, the fault lies less 
with the legitimate sportsman who hunts for 
his one bird a season than with the back- 
country dweller who hunts throughout the 
year. So the problem is again one of edu- 
cation and enforcement, as well. as of propa- 
gation. — 


Small Fur-Bearers—These include the ftox. 


coon, ‘possum, skunk, squirrel and rabbit, 
which provide cash income for farm- 
ers and fine sport for thousands of hunters. 
Given a short season and small bag limit, 
adequate cover and proper conditions for 
propagation, most of these small denizens of 
forest and field can hold their own. 

' The raccoon is so scarce in Missouri to- 
day as to be in danger of extermination. 
This condition can be corrected only : 


ities in establishing rest and feeding areas 
and in framing State regulations to help car- 
ry out the Federal program. 

Upland Birds—Our native game bird of 
the Missouri farmlands is the quail. In late 
fall, no game bird in America affords finer 
sport; Fortunately, we know that when quail 
are protected by a short season and limited 
bag and have favorable breeding and feed- 
ing conditions, they will thrive and increase, 
The first of these conditions already exists, 
and the second ig not beyond our control. 

Quail need cover, best provided in ordi- 
nary farm lands by not cleaning out the 
fence rows and corners and by leaving 
patches of undergrowth in the wood lots. 
They need feed, and this, too, is easily pro- 
vided. A few rows of wheat left standing 
at the edge of the field and the planting of 
small patches of buckwheat, millet and kaf- 
fir—these are all that is necessary in ordi- 
nary years, When hard winters come, brush 
can be cut and piled for shelter and small 
grain scattered for the birds. 

So here the commission will have another 
problem of education as well as regulation. 
The answer might be a plan whereby the 
farmer who takes care of his quail could 
lease out hig shooting on a fair basis. 

The dove is another bird which furnishes 
fine wing shooting to the Missouri sports- 
man. A change in shooting practice is nec- 
essary, however, since too many birds are 


now shot over baited waterholes, and too.

Game Fish—It is in this field that Missouri 
should have most to offer the sportsman and 
recreation seeker, We have the waters to 


i 
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the topsoil of the watersheds, basic wealth 
carried off forever to the sea. Recently the 


400,000,000 tons of soil material are washed 
down the Mississippi into the gulf annually. 
What can the Government do to save this 
precious and irreplaceable wealth? First, it 
can do the obvious emergency tasks as laid 
out in the army engineers’ program for this 
region. Their seven-year program calls for 
reservoirs in. the valley's upper regions. The 
last Congress authorized $30,000,000 for the 
first year’s work, but made no appropriation. 
The War Department budget contains the 
same item this year. 

More important over the long range is 
what Secretary Wallace and other conserva- 
tionists want, reforestation of the water 
sheds with trees and other soil-covering nat 
ural reservoirs. We are paying for our fore 
bears’ crimes in slashing, burning and gut 
ting the watersheds of these natural controls, 
the forests. Congress and the states affected 
should co-operate in the supplementary im- 
mediate and long-range controls—reservoirs 
and reforestation. 

For many decades, nature let us off with 
an occasional reminder. But in recent years, 
floods have come with increasing frequency 
and increasing devastation. That is not be- 
cause the rainfall has been greater. The 
same amount of rainfall a generation or 8° 
ago filtered through the protective sod, 
seeped into. underground streams and fol- 
lowed its leisurely course down natures 
channels to the sea. Today, these rain wa 
ters hit and run, skimming the soil’s surface 
as they go.

return for concéssions in Russia 
should they win. The mind of a 
Nazi also is the mind of a conspira- 
tor, cynical, cold-blooded and crafty.

EBRUARY is going to be a big 

month for Parkyakarkas, the 

“Greek” comedian of Eddie Can- 
tor’s radio hour and now a comedi- 
an of the movies. First of all, 
speaking chronologically, Parkya- 
karkas is breaking away from the 
Cantor program, where he has been 
a fixture for three years running, 
and going out on his own as a star 
of the air. About the middle of the 
month he will finish the first movie 
in which he is featured and then 
he is going to be married. Of 
course, the marriage license won't 
be made out to Parkyakarkas. You 
have to be more legal about such 
things, even in Hollywood. So 
when the GreeR comedian signs on 
the dotted line, the signature will 
read Harry Einstein. His bride will 
be the lovely Thelma Leeds, who is 
also just breaking into pictures by 
way of the same route as Harry— 
the radio. 


A good many million air fans 
imagine that Parkyakarkas is real- 
ly a Greek. His name, Binstein, 
which is practically unknown to 
radio audiences, would seem to sug- 
gest that he isn’t, really.. And he 
isn’t. He told us the other day in 
his Beverly Hills home, between 
sneezes—like most everybody else 
out here, he has the flu at the mo- 
ment—that he doesn’t even remem- 
ber how or when he took the name 
of Parkyakarkas. “Just one of 
those things,” he said. “Maybe I 
originated it, maybe some of my 
friends wished it one me; I don’t 
know.” 


Anyway it was not Eddie Cantor 
who started calling him that. He 
was Parkyakarkas long before he 
met Cantor. Long before, as a mat- 
ter of fact, Eddie went on the air. 
For Parky—let’s call him that for 
short, everyone else out here does 
—was one of the very first radio 
comedians of record. Started doing 
his radio stuff over the air from 
a Boston station back in 1923 be- 
fore the loud speaker days. ““There 
weren't any ‘commercial’ programs 
then,” he says, “and the future 
didn’t look very promising for that 
sort of work. People had to hitch 
on ear phones to listen and with 
only one set only one person, two 
at the most, if you got real chum- 
my, could listen at a time. I wrote 
sketches, such as they were, for 
the broadcasting station, played in 
’em at night and wished I was back 
in the advertising business which. 
paid real money.” 


Just in passing, it might be re- 
marked that. between the radio, 
the pictures, the phonograph rec- 
ords and the modern sketches and 
“gags” which he devises, Parky is 
now collecting better than $5000 a 
week. We just don’t happen to re- 
member any advertising writer in 
that class. 


So he went back to the advertis- 
ing business and in 1923 a page 
newspaper ad which he wrote for a 
big Boston furniture store was 
awarded a medal by Harvard as 
the best ad of the year; But the ra- 
dio was in his blood and before 
long he was on the air again. He 
didn't really begin to make money 
at it until 1933, when he joined 
Eddie Cantor in his first “commer- 
cial” program.

ARRY EINSTEIN was born in 

Boston in 1904. His father was 

an importer, doing business 
mostly with the Balkan states, and 
Harry, even when he was a small 
kid, used to spend his Saturdays 
around his father’s warehouses. 
Practically all of the men he met 
there were ‘Greeks, and with a 
child’s aptitude for mimicry, 
got to imitating them. First thing 
you knew he began to be famous.

He just 
told funny stories, American sto- 
ries, in a Greek ‘dialect, and let the 
restaurant side severely alone. 

“I don’t want to use the trite ex- 
pression, ‘some of my best friends 
are Greeks,’” he told us, “but I 
don’t know how else to say just 
that. I have been honored by Greek 
societies many times in all parts 
of the country, and a lot. of Greeks 
think I am really a fellow country- 
man. Not long ago I went to a din- 
ner given by a Greek society and 
sat n to a gentleman from Ath- 
ens who spoke no. English at. all. 
For four solid hours he.talked to 
me in his native tongue. I listened, 
shook my head yes or no as the 
occasion seemed to demand, but 
never said a word.. After the din- 
ner someone told him that I didn’t 
understand a word of Greek. He 
wouldn’t believe it. ‘I have been 
carrying on a conversation with 
Mr. Parkyakarkas for hours and 
certainly ought to know,’ he said. 
Yet I hadn't uttered a sound dur- 
ing all that time.” : 

So, you see, Harry LHinstein can 
imitate a Greek listening as well as 


one speaking broken English.
